A case was tried this morning before 
Justice Clements, between two colored in- 
dividuals! man and wife — Lewis Montgom- 
ery and Susan, his wife. Lewis states that 
he is a preacher, but is engaged in busi- 
ness as a porter. Susa# says she caught,, 
him in adultery, and falling upon him, 
beat him to the beat of her ability. Ia 
consequence whereof. Lewis took advan- 
tage of the first occasion and returned the 
beating with compound interest. At this 
Susan proceeded to court, and sued out a 
peace warrant. The court held him to 
bail in $200 to keep the peace six months, 
and took her own recognizance in $100. " 



The School Board held an adjourned 
meeting last night, Vice-President Scott 
in lne chair. 

The committee, consisting of Dr. Thos. 
E. Jenkins anti Prof. E. M. Murch, ap- 
pointed at a previous meeting to examine 
into the working of various polytechnic 
schools in the East, returned a very ex- 
tended, minute and elaborate report of 
their labors. This report was referred to 
the committee on examination and course 
of study. 

By a vote of the board, the Secretary 
was directed to pay a claim of fifty eight 
dollars for expenses incurred in the late 
session of the State Association of 
Teachers. 

The [question of establishing a public 
school in “California, ’ the southwestern 
suburb of the city, was brought up and 
elicited some little running debate, but no 
decision was obtained. 

The remainder of the hour till 0 o’clock 
was passed in amending the rules of the 
board. At 9 o’clock the special order for 
that hour was taken up. This was the 
much-debated and really exciting question 
as to confirming the action of the Presi- 
dent in contracting with Mrs. Carr, Mrs. 
Fultz and others for the purchase of 120 
feet of ground on Gray street, between 
First and Second. 

The special committee to have the ques- 
tion of validity of title investigated made 
their report, submitting a written opinion 
by Judge Bullock and Isaac Caldwell, 
Esq., to this effect; That Mrs. Carr and 
her daughters could make an indisputable 
title to four-fifths of the property without 
any action of court; that the other undi- 
vided fifth of that estate could only be 
sold by proper proceedings in chancery. 
With this opinion Major Kinney intro- 
duced a resolution advising or recom- 
mending the Mayor of the city not to buy 
the property. The Major spoke strongly 
and eloquently in favor of his resolution, 
arguing that this undivided fifth interest 
in the Carr lot would prove to the board 
and the city an endless source of vexation 
and annoyance; that a long and tedious 
process would be required in the Chancery 
Court; then aVeference to the Court of 
Appeals, and a final order of the lower 
court in obedience to the mandate of the 
appellate court. Mr. Camp, member from 
the ware! particularly interested, argued 
that the Major's idea was all bosh; that at 
the first meeting of the Chancery Court, the 
matter could be entered for immediate 
decree. ^lajor Kinney argued that as the 
interest could not be sold except at pub- 
lic outcry — everybody in tbe city would 
have the right to bid, and the “sharks 
could and might outbid the Board—and 
thus hold in terrorem , over their heads, 
this undivided fifth, forcing the Board to 
pay any rent the owner saw proper to de- 
mand; and, finally, when the imposition 
could no longer be supported, forcing the 
Board to buy fit the owner’s own figures. 
Some of the speakers — among others, the 
member from the Sixth ward -seemed to 
entertain the idea that one-fifth of the 
ground could be left unoccupied on one 
side of the house, and that nobody would 
ever think of buying twelve feet of ground 
next to a public school. 

Dr. Yandell offered a substitute for 
Major Kinney's resolution, to the effect 
that the Board confirm the contract with 
Mrs. Carr and her daughters, provided 
that, in the deed they bind themselves to 
give a perfect title to the whole, meantime 
witholding the stipulated price for the 
one-fifth. 

This resolution was amended by Mr. 
Carpenter to the effect that the Board con- 
firm the contract, provided the title be 
perfected in ninety days. 

Dr. O’Reilly offered as a substitute for 
all the preceding, that the Board will pay 
sixteen thousand dollars for the whole one 
hundred and twenty feet, provided the par- 
ties will give a good and perfect title. At 
this phase of the question, an almost end- 
less discussion arose, which was cut short 
by a call for the previous question. Dr. 
O’Reilly s substitute was then lost Ity a vote 
of fourteen to three. Mr. Carpenters’ 
amendment was also lost — eleven to six. 
Dr. Yandell’s substitute was lost — ten to 
seven. Major Kinney's original resolu- 
tion was also lost — ten to seven ; and the 
whole matter, after a months' considera- 
tion, was back where j^began. 

At this juncture, Mr. Tucker, the mem- 
ber from the Fourth ward, remarked that 
he had once bought a piece of ground un- 
der precisely the same circumstances, and 
that without consulting lawyers,* he took 
an indemnifying bond, and obtained a 
complete title. He introduced a resolu- 
tion that the Board confirm the contract, 
provided the owners will, within ten days, 
give an indemnifying bond, binding them 
to make a perfect title. This resolution 
was adopted almost unanimously, and the 
Board then adjourned. 

Arrrktu. 

Jno. Wood, a colored boy, about four- 
teen years old. was arrested this morning 
by Officers M hite and McDonald, charged 
with stealing clothing from the store of 
Isaac Davis. 

Frank Berry was taken to jail by Officer 
Tiller, for making an indecent exposure 
of his person. 

Jas Welch was arrested by Officer 
Thornton for being drunk and disorderly. 
These arrests were all made about noon. 



We announced yesterday that the man- 
date of Governor Stevenson, ordering the 
execution of William Kriel, the wife-mnr- 
derer, had been received Ity Sheriff Mar- 
tin, and that Kriel was to he hung in Sep- 
tember. The statement had an extraor- 
dinaty effect. The prisoner became 
great I j - excited, and, for the first time, dis- 
played emotions of fear. The Sheriff 
looked grave and sad over the prospect of 
sending a human soul into eternity, while 
the prisoner’s counsel, General Jack- 
son, was amazed and indignant, as. 
from his knowledge of the law he was sat- 
isfied it was an official blunder. He at 
once took steps to apply a remedy which 
was prompt and effectual. •* 

To give an intelligent account of the 
case we will state its different phases. 
Kriel was etmvicted Ity the Jefferson Crim- 
inal Court, and sentenced to be hung. Ap- 
plication was made for a new trial, which 
was overruled by the court. An appeal 
was taken to the Supreme Court of the 
State, which sustained the decision of the 
lower court. Subsequently a petition was 
submitted for a rehearing before the Su- 
preme Court, which has not 
yet been acted on. The court 
being nbw in the enjoyment of its vaca- 
tion. Under the law it is the duty of the 
Clerk ofThe Court of Appeals thirty* days 
after the disposal of such a case, to certify 
the fact to the Governor, who then issues 
his mandate to the sheriff of the county, 
as was done in this case. And the clerk 
of the court, it seems, not being advised or 
aware of the petition for a rehearing, cer- 
tified the case to the Governor as having 
been formally disposed of by the court. 
The Governor’s duty was plain and be did 
his duty. But there must have been a 
loose mode of conducting business in the 
Court of Appeals, where the fault evident- 
ly lies, to have allowed such a fearful blun- 
der. Whose fault is it ? J udges or Clerk ? 

Gen. Jackson telegraphed to Judge Du- 
vall, the clerk, to enlighten him as to the 
status of the case, to which he received 
this response: 

“Mandate in Kriels case issued by mis- 
take. Will be corrected immediately. 

“A. Dcvall.” 

So Kriel will remain where he is until 
the court takes action on the petition for 
a rehearing of the case.

Important Meeting of Committee*. 

Our German friends are pushing for- 
ward, with their customaty energy, in the 
matter of building an opera house that 
shall be an ornament to the city and a 
pecuniary success. Saturday evening a 
meeting of the executive committees was 
held, at which it was determined to re- 
quire the first installment of subscription 
— 20 per cent. — to be paid by the.loth of 
September, and the following depositories 
for subscript idns appointed: German In- 
surance Co., Western Insurance and Bank- 
ing Co., German Bank and Insurance Co., 
German Savings Bunk, and Masonic Sav- 
ings Bank. 

The real estate committee reported as 
follows in reference to the lines within 
which the desired location should be ob- 
tained: The lot should not be less than 100 
feet front Ity 200 to 250 feet deep, and lo- 
cated between the east side of Second 
street and west side of Sixth; the south 
side of Market and the north line of Chest- 
nut. 1 he committee was authorized to 
receive proposals for an eligible location. 

The committee for obtaining plans for 
the building reported progress — having 
taken steps to obtain plans of the most 
perfectly adapted opera houses in this 
country and in Europe. There can he no 
doubt from the energy manifested that 
this movement will prove a great scccess. 

A Brute. 

Peter Nicht appeared this morning be- 
fore Justice Clement, and swore out a 
peace warrant against Patrick Fatterson. 
The parties live at, or near, the first toll- 
gate on the Shelbyville pike, and Fatter- 
son had shot, or attempted to shoot, Nicht. 
Fatterson is reported to be very boister- 
ous— in fact, a perfect brute — when drunk, 
and he has been on a spree for several 
days. He has been threatening to shoot 
indiscriminately around among his neigh- 
bors — had shot at some of them — fortun- 
ately without serious results. But last 
night, in one of his brawls, he had fallen 
viciously upon his wife and beaten her al- 
most to a jelly, so that she is unable to 
move or help herself. She and her little 
children were suffering for something to 
eat: but neighbors took the case in hand 
this morning. The court required boud 
in $000 to keep the peace twelve months; 
failing to give it, he was sent to jail.

Boy Drowned. 

Yesterday afternoon Frank D. White, a 
boy some sixteen years old, and some of 
his companions, were in the Ohio river, 
opposite Shippingport, bathing. Frank, 
who could not swim, was holding to a 
plank with two of the other bojs. They 
loosed their hold of the plank, when he, 
evidenrly excited at the situation, also let 
go and grappled one of them. Both sank 
together, but his companion succeeded in 
freeing himself, and Frank was drowned. J 
\\ ith the aid of a seine his body was re- 
covered shortly afterwards, and Coroner 
Moore being summond, an inquest was 
held, the jury returning the following ver- 
dict: 

Inquest No. 316 — Held on Twenty-sixth 
street, between Portland avenue and Bank 
street, August 1G, 1869, upon the body of 
Frank 1). White, aged sixteen years. Ver- 
dict of the jury— That said Frank I>. 
White came to his deatli at half-past one 
o’clock v. m., August 1G, 1869, from acci- 
dental drowning in the Ohio river, oppo- 
site Shippingport.

Violating; the Revenue Law*. 

Ofiicer A. J. Harrington arrived this 
morning from Bourbon county, having 
arrested at North Middletown and brought 
with h im Messrs. Jas. Moore, Emile Pfis- 
terandJno. T. Patterson, on complaint 
made by It. J. Browne, assistant assessor 
for Bourbon county. , Those parties were 
charged with violating the revenue law.*, 
in being dealers in liquors without govern- 
ment license — not having even made ap- 
plication therefore. A hearing was had 
before A. J. Ballard, IF. S. commissioner, 
which resulted in binding over Pfister in 
$300 to answer at the October term of the 
United States Court, and in the discharge 
of the other parties, on the ground that, 
according to the evidence, there was no 
violation of the spirit of the law, hut 
merely of the letter. 



Very Sudden Death. * 

Saturday afternoon, between 4 and a 
o’clock, Mr. John McDermott, residing at 
the corner of Seventeenth find Main 
streets, and employed as a molder at the 
Eagle Foundery of Messrs. J. S. Lithgow 
& Co., met a very sudden death. He had 
just finished pouring a number of flasks, 
and being overheated, drank very freely 
of ice-waler. The consequence was that 
he died in the foundery within ten min 
utes. The saddest part of the story is 
that he leaves an interesting little family 
behind him — a wife and two children — to 
mourn his sudden taking off. His funeral 
will take place this afternoon at 4 o’clock. 
Members of the Stove and Hollow-ware 
Holders’ Union and the Machine Holders’ 
Union will assist in paying the last sad 
tribute. to his memory.

Allen and Gallagher Training. 



THE DAY BEFORE THE BATTLE 

From the St. Louis Democrat, Monday. 

To-morrow will be a memorable and 
momentous day to the sporting world at 
large, but more especially to Charlie Gal- 
lagher and Tom Allen. Their business 
depends, to a certain extent, upon the re- 
sult of to-morrow’s battle. Both are en 
gagol in the one business. Both express 
themselves confident of an easy victory 
over the other. Both are good science 
men 4 — better than the general average of 
fighters. Both are determined to make a 
desperate struggle for the mastery. Both 
want a “fair field’’ and ‘‘crave no favors.’’ 
Both have an old grudge to settle and an 
ax to grind. Both cannot come out vic- 
torious, unless in case of a drawn battle , 
which would leave 1 honors easy" for the 
time being. 

Both men have ardent admirers in the 
sporting fraternity, who express their 
opinions more forcibly than is in conson- 
ance with|good breeding. But this isowing 
in a measure to the great excitement 
which exists regarding this fight, together 
with an over-indulgence in that noxious 
liquor which “stealsaway a man’s brains. 
Both will, barring accidents or magisterial 
influence, enter the hempen or charmed 
circle to-morrow, between the hours of 9 
a. a. and 4 p. m., at a point down the Mis- 
sissippi river within fifty- miles of this 
city. Both men will go on the same boat, 
and the friends of either party having a 
V to spare can witness this very important 
inauguration. 

Should Gallagher defeat Allen, he will, 
we think, retire from, the roped arena for 
some time to come. But not so with Al- 
len, who has many engagements to fulfill, 
and, to use his own language, “would just 
as leave fight as eat bread and molasses. 
Tom’s engagements will most likely occur 
in the following order: First, with McCool, 
on the 10th of Ocfober, within fifty miles 
of Cincinnati. After that he must make 
liisbow to the infant Ned O Baldwin, then 
to Ben. Hogan, unless a prior match 
should he made between Ben. and Jim 
Coyne, which is very likely. Then Joe 
Goss, of England, is expected soon, and a 
meeting between him and Allen, to settle 
old scores, is almost sure to take place. 
And last, but not least, by any means, is 
the wiry little India-rubber man, Tom Kel- 
ley, who fought Allen’s brother, in En- 
gland, and who, if he cannot get on a mill 
with one of his own weight, will most 
likely* pay his addresses to Allen. 

Gallagher is 24 years old, his birthday 
being the 10th of May, aiul Canada the 
land of his nativity. His present weight 
is 170 pounds, and he is six feet one and a 
half inches in hight. He looks rather 
gaunt and fragile to a casual observer, but 
an}’ one who sees him stripped will at 
once know that he is no chicken. He has 
a powerful arm and chest, and strikes a 
heavy blow, beside being as active as a cat 
and a capital sparrer. 

This famous English pugilist, who 
fought McCoole so gallantly last spring, is 
in training at the Wash Home, under the 
direction of Jim Coyne. We found him 
indisposed to talk about his mode of train- 
ing. He said it was his secret and he 
would not divulge it for $f>00. Tom has 
been in seven or eight fights in England 
and this country, and his record is well 
known. His present weight is 170 pounds. 
He says he is in better condition than 
when he fought McCoole. He has the ut- 
most confidence in his ability to get away 
with Gullagher, and Coyne has a few 
stamps feTt which he is anxious to put up 
on the result of the mill. 

Allen’s whole soul is absorbed in the ap- 
proaching fight, although he talks but lit- 
tle about it. He said he would drive Gal- 
lagher to hiS “bloody corner,” and when 
he once got him there he would be 
“bloody glad ’ to quit. He makes light of 
Gallagher’s powers, and does not think 
the Canadian has “bloody pluck” epough 
to make a “bloody good fight.” 

Coyne, Allen’s trainer, is a complete 
specimen of a prize-fighter — deep-breasted, 
fist-nosed, broad-shouldered, with a head 
like a bull-dog’s, and a neck like a bulls, he 
appears to be more than a match for Allei 
himself. He is an Irishman, born in Eng- 
land, as he remarked, perpetuating an 
Iri-li bull. 

Allen is a gunsmith by trade, and was a 
good workman at the business. 

THE LAST OF THE BATTLE MONEY UP. 

Last night was the time fixed by the ar- 
ticles of agreement between Allen and 
Gallagher, for the depositing of the last 
$100 aside of the battle money. This 
event created quite a stir among the fan- 
cy, and hundreds of them crowded into 
and around Gallagher’s and Allen’s sa- 
loons, to get a last look at the pugilists 
before the fight. 

At Alleg’s, the crowd was packed as 
close as herring in a box. There were 
men of various nationalities, most of them 
mechanics and laboring men, and not a 
few possessed some knowledge of the man- 
ly art. Allen and Coyne came in from the 
Wash Home, and were the observed of all 
observers. The depositing of the money 
was a simple process and occupied but a 
few moments. 

Gallagher's saloon was also jammed 
with curious spectators, of the same char- 
acter and appearance as those at Allen's. 
McCoole and O'Baldwin dropped in for a 
minute, and were immediately surrounded 
by a multitude of anxious inquirers. 
Mike bore no perceptible mark of the at- 
tack of Burns, in Buffalo, and treated the 
affair as a trifle. O' Baldwin, standing six 
feet four in his boots, was visible to every- 
body, and received a full share of atten- 
tion. He is gentlemanly in his manners, 
and remarkably goov. natured.

From the Evansville Journal, 16th. 

The steamer Cumberland, plying in the 
Evansville and Cairo packet trade, com- 
manded by Captain Win. Lowth, with 
Marion Wright and Bruce Hunter, elerks; 
James Matheny and James Damron, 
pilots; Robert Redman and Thomas 
Green, engineers; David Pearson, mate; 
George Birch, steward; Samuel Copeland, 
mail agent, left Evansville between five 
and six o’clock Friday evening, for Cairo, 
with a fair cargo of grain and packet 
freight. 

At Mt. Vernon she took about 900 sacks 
of wheat, and a few minutes after four 
o’clock* on Saturday morning, while ap- 
proaching the bar at Shawneetown, and 
just as Pilot Matheny had rung for heav- 
ing the lead, her larboard boiler exploded 
with a terrible crash, leaving the boat a 
complete wreck, and killing and wounding 
a large number of her deck crew, a few 
passengers, and the mail agent, as is sup- 
posed. 

Jim Damron had left the pilothouse as 
the boat landed at Raleigh, and Pilot 
Matheny seeing a light on the Kentucky 
shore, a short distance below, backed 
down, supposing it was a “hail,” but find- 
ing it was not, had straightened the boat 
down the river, and as above stated, had 
struck the bell for the lead, but had not 
changed the speed of the boat. 

• Engineer Redman, who was on watch, 
hearing the call for the lead, at once tried 
the water in her boilers, and, finding it 
satisfactory, returned to the engine to be 
ready to answer the “slow bell,” which he 
expected, and had just taken his position 
by the engine when the boiler exploded. 
It is the opinion of her engineers that on- 
ly the larboard boiler exploded, but all the 
boilers, three in number, were blown over- 
board. Only a small piece of the exploded 
boiler, and two small pieces of the flues 
attached to the boiler-head, were found. 
Jim Matheny, who was at the wheel, was 
blown overboard, as was also Bruce Hunt- 
er, second clerk, who was on watch when 
the explosion occurred. Matheny was but 
little stunned, and was not only able to 
save himself, but also aided Hunter, whom 
he found helpless on the water, by clinging 
to portions of the wreck till rescued by a 
skiff. 

David Pearson, the mate, was ascending 
to the hurricane deck, to pass the word 
from the leadsman to the pilot, when he 
was lifted up into the air and let suddenly 
down, falling into the hold, beneath where 
the boilers had been, among coals of fire. 
He drew himself up by the Kelson, but be- 
ing blinded bv smoke and ashes, he fell 
through the hatch upon the other side. 
As he tell from the hurricane deck he was 
caught by the head by two sections of the 
falling eniftiney, and held suspended for a 
moment, when fortunately Alex. Howell, 
of Shawneetown, who was making his 
way out of the wreck, stepped upon 
the chimney, separating the portions 
so that Pearson was freed, and fell as we 
have before described, into the hold. After 
having worked his way out of the hold, he 
discovered that the boat was on fire, and 
though badly stunned, bruised and bleed- 
ing, he rallied such of the crew as he 
could find able for duty, and with their aid 
succeeded in extinguishing the fire, which 
broke out in another place, but by the 
tipnely efforts of the mate and crew, as- 
sisted by Alex. Howell, Captain Lowth, 
and others, it was again extinguished, and 
the wreck, and fno doubt many lives 
saved. In the meantime the anchor was 
cast out, and the J. L. Graham came up 
and towed the wreck to Shawneetown, 
when it sunk gradually, her "buts” having 
been started by the explosion. 

When the explosion took place, captain 
Lowth and Jim Daiuron were buried in 
the wreck of the texas, and had to burst 
their way ont, which with much effort they 
succeeded in doing, and joined the mate 
and crew in their efforts to save the boat, 
and assist the wounded. Captain Lowth 
was especially active and efficient in se- 
curing the comfort of the wounded, and 
was nobly seconded in his efforts by Cap- 
tain Howell and Mr. Daniel Jacobs, of 
Shawneetown, and the people of Shawnee- 
town, were earnest in their efforts to ren- 
der assistance and relieve the suffering. 

Marion Wright was asleep in his room, 
with Bruce Hunter’s little boy in the up- 
per berth, and, although the safe and 
books were blown overboard from the of- 
fice, immediately in front, they were but 
little injured, Marion’s injuries being 
caused by burning, while rescuing Master 
Hunter. George Birch, the steward, had 
his right hand badly smashed and slightly 
burned, but will soon be all right. 

Samuel Copeland, the mail agent, it is 
supposed, was making up his mail for 
Shawneetown, and was not seen after- 
wards. The officers of the Lorena, which 
passed up last night, reported that six 
dead bodies had been recovered, including 
the bodyof the mail agent and one of tie 
colored porters. Copeland leaves a 
young wife at Metropolis, Illinois.' We 
are told that he had only a few days since 
taken out a life policy for two thousand 
dollars. 

A young man who lived between Shaw- 
neetown and’Equality, Ills., a passenger, 
was terribly mangled and instantly killed. 
His name was not ascertained. Portions 
of the mail matter, and ot the boat’s pa- 
pers, were picked up in the river, and 
after the boat was landed three or four 
'sneak thieves went aboard and commenced 
plundering. They were caught and made 
to disgorge some $4 j or $30 of money, 
supposed to belong to the boat, which 
they had picked up from the deck. Nine 
of the negro deck crew were at Shawnee- 
town wounded, three or four seriously. 
Four or five were very slightly wounded, 
but were able to assist in saving tbe 
wreck. There were twenty deck-hands 
and four firemen on the boat, of whom not 
more than fourteen or fifteen are ac- 
counted for, and it is supposed that four 
or five passengers were killed, but as the 
books were lost in the confusion attend- 
ing the disaster, the exact number or the 
names could not be ascertained. 

The Cumberland was built at Millers- 
port, on the Upper Ohio, by Capt. Bill 
Knight, if we mistake not, in 1862, and 
was called the Rachel Miller. She was 
sold to the government after having made 
two or three trips, and converted into a 



gunboat, and at the close of the war was 
remodeled and named the Cumberland. 

Her boilers had beeft giving much trouble • 
fot some time past, and it is said her of- 
ficers and crew had determined to lav her 
up when • they reached Cairo. It is 
greatly to be regretted that they, 
did not lay her up a week sooner. 
Some of her cargo was thrown overboard, 
but a large portion of it will be saved, . 
somewhat damaged. Much of her packet 
freight was blown overboard, and the 
Quickstep met evidences of the disaster 
many miles below. The officers of the 
Quickstep, on arriving at Shaneetown, 
rendered all possible assistance, and 
brought a portion of the cabin crew, in- 
cluding the mate, pilots, engineers and 
some of the cabin crew, to this city. At 
noon yesterday Mr. Pearson, tbe mate, 
was comparatively comfortable, but was 
very sore, having innumerable slight in- 
juries all over his person. He will soot* 
recover. 

There was but one lady passenger on 
board, and she escaped without the slight- 
est injury. Therfe was no panic amorg 
the officers, passengers or crew, and alT 
worked coolly and sagaciously. The Cum- 
berland was towed to Shawneetown by the 
steamer Graham, and at that place the re- 
remains lie at the present writing. Ex- 
actly how many lives were lost we could 
not learn, and that will not be learned for 
some days, perhaps never, since the books 
of the boat, with the safe, were blown* 
overboard. It was, indeed, a frightful dis- 
aster.

Misapprehension of a Supreme 
Court Decision. 



THE CASE NOT YET DECIDED 



From the St. Louis Democrat, yesterday. 

The community was electrified, in the 
early part of April la-t, by the report of a 
decision in the Supreme Court of the 
United States, reversing all previous de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court of Missouri, 
and of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, on the titles of Brazeau, and of 
Lebeaume, to lands in St. Louis, north of 
the Big Mound, on the Mississippi, and 
setting up a new title in Brazeau, in 1862, 
for about 20 arpens of land in the south- 
east corner of Soulard s survey of 1799, 
for Labeaume, which had been patented 
by the United States to Lebeanme in 
March, 1832, and held in possession by 
him and his successors in the title, from 
1798 to this day — about 70 years. 

B. A. Hill, Esq., counsel for the defend 
ants, ordered a motion to be filed imme- 
diately in Washington, to reform the or- 
der for judgment in the case, and from a 
copy of the brief filed by him with the 
following objections to the judgment and 
order for judgment: 

L That the Supreme Court of the 
United States had no power and no juris- 
diction, under the Constitution and laws 
of the United States, to order the entry of 
said judgment in this case. 

2. That this order tor judgment was a 
usurpation of the powers of the Supreme 
Court of Missouri, and of all other State- 
courts, in direct violation of the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the United States, and of 
a great number of decisions of the Feder- 
al court, down to the term when this order 
was made. 

3. That this order for judgment over*- 
ruled and reversed about eleven valid de- 
fenses, under the local laws of the State of 
Missouri, over which the Supreme Court 
of the United States never had any juris- 
diction or control, by the Constitution o* 
acts of Congress. 

4. That the extent of power conferred’ 
by the Constitution on this court is “to all 
cases in law and equity, arising under * 

* the laws of the United States.” [Con. 
U. S., art. 3, sec. 2.J 

The judiciary act of 17s9 declares, in 
section 23, “but no other error shall be 
assigned or regarded as a ground of r<* 
veisal, than such as appears on the face ot 
the record, and immediately respects the 
before-mentioned questions of validity, or 
construction of said statutes of the United 
States," Ac. 

The constitution and the acts of Con- 
gress both prohibit this court from de- 
ciding the questions of State law involved, 
in this case, notwithstanding the construc- 
tion of an act of Congress is also involved. 
You have power to decide the one, and no 
power to decide the other. The authori- 
ties from 1789 are conclusive on this ques- 
tion, if the act of Congress and constitu- 
tion were le$s direct and positive in regard 
to it. 

5. That the exercise of the judicial 
powers, assumed in this order for judg- 
ment, would concentrate all judicial power 
in the Federal Supreme Court, and end in 
the overthrow of the government. [Opin- 
ions in the early cases.] 

6. That the order for the entry of 
judgment should therefore be reformed so . 
as simply to reverse and remand the 
judgment upon the questions determined 
under the Federal statutes, and leave the 
State Court free to determine the ques- 
tions of State law. over which it has ex- 
clusive jurisdiction. 

Many cases are cited by Mr. Hill in his 
brief in support of these propositions, 
and the Supreme Court of the United 
States ordered this motion to be reargued 
at the adjourned term of the court, to be 
held in October. 

This is the first instance since the form- 
ation of the Constitution, that£a motion of 
this kind has been made, and we know of 
no other instance where 9uch a motion 
has been deemed necessary to protect a 
State court from the illegal assumption of 
judicial power by the Supreme Federal; 
Courts, so as to prevent a collision be- 
tween the State and Federal courts, aud 
secure the administration of jnstice ac- 
cording to law in the State courts. 

The members of the bar, and the pnblic 



at large, have been under the impression 
that this case has been finally decided, but 
the said motion presents formidable ob- 
stacles to tbe maintenance of the judge- 
ment of the Supreme Court of the United 
States in its present form and the deter- 
mination of the motion will be necessary 
before any opinion can be formed as to 
the final resul of the suit.
